THE MORTALITY IN THE FRENCH AND ITALIAN 
CONVENTS. 


on- A. P. MicEwen—Sir, asa meamher of 
the ‘Sanitary Bourd certain ‘information . has 
lately oome befure me showing that there is 
existing a very heavy mortality in two inetita- 
tions in this colony known as the French and 
Italien Conventa. Tha figures which have been 
laid before tha Board show that there have been, 
during a period of: littls over “five anda 
half years; somewhere in the neighbourhood 
of ten thousand deaths in theay two" institu- 
tions, The: canitary. arrangements of these 
establishments, both as regards drainage, water, 
and overerowding, are at present ‘receiving 
the consideration of the Board, aud I may say 
they sre more or.less defoctive in: both instita- 
ions. But oonstitnted as tho Board is at pre- 
sont, I take it-wo have'no power to'more further 
mattar. Now, sir, I acknowledge ot once 
the immense good that is done in the colony by 
theso institutions. I have no doubt: whatever 
that ihe. statistics Ihave asked. for will show 
that a certain number of those childron are ro- 
ocived there anifering more or less from disease ; 
and I am-convineed that they receive at: the. 
hands of thesa. good sisters ‘avery care and at- 
tantion, in fact probsbly far, more than they 
would: at the hands of their own parents, 
or perhaps in Govornmont. institutions incthis 
colony, But, sir, Lmaintain that the system of 
receiving children enffering from, discase withont 
providing effloient matical attantion is a matter 
that is deserving of the consideration of your 
Geavernment. [ om aware that with, thot 
liberality which ohatacterises. the medical 
profession’ Dr, Hartigan and Dr. Gerlach 
give their servises fraa to both thesa insti- 
tutions, but I am-informed apoa good authority 
‘that these - service. ‘not called into ‘te- 
quisition unleas ‘the Sisterd.or boardore them- 
selves require thom.

Owing jt may bo to somaambiguity in t para- 

rraph of the report af tho Anditor-Genornt 
which you had forwarded to Hongkong. that 
Govornment. appears to have arrived al tho oon- 
clusion that this Officiale wos advocating tho ¢s- 
tublishmunt of alocal Mint,and it is not surpri 
ing that, drawing on its own melancholy ex- 
porienco of some years ago, it should have labour- 
ed to’ condemn such an ambitious design. 
In alvecating the introduction of a British 
/ Dollar to these Sattlements, tha Chamber never 
contemplated a scheme which proved eo disas- 
irous in Flongkong, and it is-ummecessary there- 
fore farthor to allude to the poworfal argumonts, 
net ant against it.

Mr. Mareal, of Amoy, bas baen the victim of 
what appears to hava beon: a brutal and wantor. 
attack on the part of Iekin runners. According 
to the Amoy Gazette, of which Mr. Morgal is tho 
proptiotor, " the arroganes and boldnosy'of these 
Lokin raffians aro daily inereasing in strength, 
and cal) for soma united action on the part of 
the Consilar body in order_to-put a stup to the 
outrages compliinad of. Biropeans who havo 
their residences in Koolangsoo and who havo to 
oross the harbour every day to sttond to thoir 
business in Amoy cannot do go now-a-day with 
their dospatoh boxos or any other package without 
being sabfécted to the indignity of being stopped 


‘and examined by tho Lekins, Bree Huropemns 
whe go out shoppiug and ret le 
or two uuder their arms are boing most roughly 
stopped in the middlo”of the road and their 
purchusos soratinized into by # sat of wuprin- 
oipled and irresponsible mon. A flugcant 
oase of this kind and which culminated in a 
sarions affray occurred on the 17th November in 
Koolaursov, Itappeors thata European wont 
to the Hockce shop to mako somo:purchases, and 
on his issuing forth from uka shop with 2 bundle 
of cigars ia bis hand ho was immodiately ucoost- 
ed by threa Lokin men, who, without auy ox 
planation, attemptod to wrest the bundle from 
his Wands. On the European rosisting sneh a 
high-handed proceeding, -ho was arngged to 
the Koslangsoo Magistrate's Yamon, where ho 
wag.set"upon by half-a-dozen miscromnts and piti- 
lessly mowed down to the yery ground ia the hou: 
of the Magistrate, whoseduty it is to maintuin tho ° 
law. Had it not boon fora fow goatlemon who ware 
very shortly on tho acene of such. a digtracaenl 
procealing on the part of the Chinase authorities 
the European would have boen murierad. How- 
ovar, the Etropean as beaten to within an inch 
of death before be was rescued and convayod to 
the Hospital, whore wo learn that hu is lying ina 
very precarious condition, Sonor D. Ortuns, the, 
worthy Consul-Goneral for Spain and Portugal, 
visited the Earopsan in tho Hospital, and took 
down his deposition. Jewellery aud money to the 
value of 890 were stoleu from the person of the 
Heupean within the precincts of tho Yamen.” 
The following is tho ovidonce taken in tha cas! 

‘Antonio Augusto Marga! said— Loft his hansa 
at? oolock on the night (of 17th Nov, and want 
1o Koolangsos for a walk. At 9} o'clock woat to 
Hoekee shop to maky some purchases, and on 
leaving the shop with a bundlo of oigurs in his 
Jinnd ho met near the Magistrate's ‘Yamon, tho 
Lekin men, two of whom accosting ‘him askod 
what hé hod in his hands and forthwith tried to 
wréat the vigars from his possession. He re- 
sistad tha Lekin mon, who caught hold of him, a 
gout ousned, and he was overpowered and 
dragged into the Yumen, where he. was throwa 
on the ground, set upon, by a lot of Chinese, 
beaten and trampled upon ths head and body, 
Ho was in thia position for about aqnarter of an * 
hour when be was rescued by SLr. de Souza, of 
the Spanish Cousnlate, and removed from’ tho 
Yawon, by order of tho Spanish Consul-General, 
Daring the affray « silver watch and-ehain, some 
money he had in his pockat, his. golds ads, &0., 
wore stolen from bis person. EH» is snffering 
fromexornciating pains of the body aad grout 
difficulty of. brosthing, and is in the Hospital 
under treatment. sees “ 

Ewo Japyneso who wero walking along Ling 
Pao saw two Lokin mon dragging a foreiguor 
towards the Yamen, who they vame to kuow 
afterwards to ba Margul. Ono of them asked 
the Lakin men why they assaulted Mareal, to 
which question’ they favo no reply and continued 
on their way tothe Yamon., They (the Japanese) 

-Marcalinto the Yamen, and reeling that 
le was assaulted all round, tried to interfro, 
when one of them was ‘also assaulted by tho 
Lokin men. They loft the Yamon then to pro- 
onre assistance in order to oxtricate Margal from 
his porilous position, and when they’ returned to 
tho spot, all was ovor. . 

Tho Portuguese subjects corrvborated tho 
above evidence fn all its essential points, add- 
fg one of thom that when bo reached tho 
Yoon tho door was closed, but opened 
shortly. afterwards in order to give aqrass to 
somo Chinamen, «Witness availed himself of 
thia opportuuity to get inlo the Yanien, 
whore ha saw Margal lying on the ground, in on 
almost uncousdions stato and panting for breath. 
Several Chinamen woro trampling upon him, 
some heating him with bamboo poles, He saw 
the Magistrate in the verandah giving some 
ordera in the Mandarin dialect, of which he could
